Little revealed by the recent grand ju ry's report 
bn the need for a new cou nty jail was new to the 
people of Colu mbiana cou nty 
Cost of board and 
transp ortation was based 
011 latest expense accou nts; 
otherwise the story mas the same as every grand Ju ry 
had told ever since the old Jail in Lisbon was tom 
down. Bu t it was a more impassioned plea for action 
than had come from any previou s ju ry 
It went to 
great length to emphasize the "tragic” condition, ap ­ 
pealed to ou r "civic pride" and insisted u pon promot 
corrective measu res 
The Ju rors might have added some details abou t 
the m anner in which Colu mbiana’s prisoners are 
treated when they become mere boarders in M ahon­ 
ing’s jail, If reports corning from the sheriff's office 
from time to time cou ld be verified. The rep ort also 
m ight have referred to the inconveniences and ex­ 
pense in crim inal cases before the Lisbon cou rt be­ 
cau se the accu sed are so far from the cou rt hou se. 
It was not its obligation, bu t It might have helped 
had the Ju ry recommended a modest stru ctu re that 
wou ld not be too great a financial bu rden on the 
cou nty. 
In spite of the fact that bou nty jail bond Issu es 
have been voted down on two 
01 three occasions, those 
most fam iliar with all the circu mstances recognize 
the need for a new Jail in Colu mbiana cou nty. Bu t 
th at need is not mu ch more pressing today than It 
has been for some time, nnd certainly not nearly 
« 0 
pressing as other cou nty needs at the moment. The 
greatest emergency in the cou nty today is proper care 
of tu bercu losis patients. 
Cou nty Jail or no cou nty 
Jail, the T.B. situ ation shou ld command first a tte n ­ 
tion. and shou ld continu e to be the all-absorbing p u r­ 
su it of cou nty officials u ntil p resent conditions are 
remedied. 
Not every one in the cou nty is satisfied with the 
mu ddle the T B fu nd was placed In when it was in­ 
clu ded with other cou nty issu es of less Importance In 
the one mill tax levy a t the November election. And 
the fact th a t no T B. fu nd wou ld be available In 1946 
certainly was not made d ear to the people of the 
cou nty, If revealed at all before the tax levy vote.

Cou nty commissioners now are trying to get help 
from the state and whatever su ccess they have will 
prove helpfu l In the cou nty’s emergency Bu t a perma- 
m ent solu tion Is in a tax levy specifically and solely 
for T.B. care. No other issu es mu st be Joined with it 
to confu se the voters 
They are thorou ghly arou sed 
by the seriou sness of tire situ ation in this cou nty and 
they'll give a T.B. tax levy their su pport if the oppor­ 
tu nity is presented.

ast April to an indictm ent charg- 
ng “the exhib ition of gamb ling de­ 
vices,’' and was fined $100 and costs 
Mrs. Veon then made application 
to the court for the return of ab out 
VJO in the slot m achin e. Following 
testa of the machines a verdict was 
cturned for $40 to Mis. Veon. 
Prosecutor Springer will appeal 
he case on a m atter of law, claim­ 
ing that the money taken from ilv* 
enfivrated gamb ling devices is a 
part of the machine, and as such, 
the money now held In a sepcrte 
account, should b e paid into 
the 
ounty general fund 
T he aprxal from the ruling in the 
common pleas court, will prove a 
test case for other gamb ling con­ 
victions in the court and the $782 
» aken from t,i p slot m achines seized 
n raids. 
The machines, nearly two 
dozen of them , still Utter th*- rher- 
•ff’s office pending an order for 
lest ruction. 
According to law alt 
uch gamb ling devices seized, must 
!;e destroyed. 


HONO KONG—Civilians weren’t 
too happy ab out selection of Hong 
Kong as B ritain’s chief naval b ase 
in the Pacific. They like the pro­ 
tection of the fleet’s guns, b ut they 
don’t like competing with 
naval 
officers in finding flats and homes. 
T here Ls still a serious shortage 
in Jiving q uarters as the result of 
wartime b emb mg and looting. Many 
Portuguese and Chinese families are 
compelled to live in single rooms 
and no announcement has b een 
m ace as to when British officers 
will b e allowed to b ring out their 
wives. 
Hotels are packed and guest* are 
crowded four to a room Many are 
forced to b unk on army cots with 
only one b lanket for warmth. 
Rigid regulatio ns hav e fro wn 
rent scales at prewar lev els, but 
landlo rds hav e bo rro wed the “ key 
mo ney ” institutio n fro m Shang­ 
hai. Befo re new tenants can take 
po ssessio n o f an 
apartment 
o r 
ho use they must slip the landlo rd 
fro m $7 5 to $2<i0 o r mo re abo v e 
the rent in o rder to get the key . 
Authorities 
find it difficult to 
cope with this shady custom and 
indignant tenants who refuse to 
pay "key money” usually find they 
have to look elsewhere for q uar­ 
ters It Ls as difficult to find them 
here as it is in New York or W ash­ 
ington. 
Each week new lights shine from 
a few more houses on "the peak” 
the colony’s elite residential dis­ 
trict, b ut m any of these b attered 
houses have 
b een 
so thoroughly 
looted of fixtures tha t it will take 
montlis to restore them 
Building 
m aterials of any kind are extremely 
scarce. 
One group of 
five 
enterprising 
young naval officers received per­ 
m ission to move tem porarily Into 
the residence of a wealthy Chinese 
surgeon They scoured around and 
b orrowed glass panes from the army 
to replace windows and managed 
to find enough b eds and odd pieces
